VII. An Account of a China Cabinet , filled 
with feveral Injlruments , Fruits , &c. ufed 
in China : fent to the Royal Society by 
Mr. Buckly, chief Surgeon at Fort St.George. 
By Hans Sloane, M. D. 

M R. Buckly, chief Surgeon at Fort St. George in the 
Eaft-Indies , having lately prefented the Royal 
Society with a China Cabinet, full of the Inftruments and 
Simples ufed by their Surgeons, &c. amongft which, feve- 
ral are new and of different Shapes from the fame ufed in 
Europe , they have commanded me fome Account fhould 
be given of them. 

The Rafors were of Two Sorts, either fuch as are re- 
prefented to the natural Bignefs, Fig. i. and refemble 
lame Sorts of Knives, and do not fold in; or 

Fig. z. 
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Fig. z, and 3. which reprefent another fort of Ra- 
fors, which are longer,, and fold in after the manner ex- 
prefled in the Figures. They were daubed over with a 
Subftance refembling Diachylum Plaifter, to keep them 
from Ruft, which it had effectually done, through dif¬ 
ferent Climates. 

Fig 4. and y. reprefent an Incifion Knife uled in 
China , the whole being of Brafs, excepting towards their 
Points, which is of Steel. 

The moft unufual Inftruments that came over in this 
Cabinet were, thofe contrived for the taking any Sub-* 
fiance out of the Ears, or for the fcratching or tick¬ 
ling them, which the Chinefe do account one of the 
greateft Pleafures. 

Fig. 6 . Does reprefent one of thefe Inftruments which 
is a lmall Pearl, fuch as is ufed in Necklaces, through 
the Bore of which is put and faften’d a Hog’s Brittle, 
the other End of the Brittle being faft in a Tortoife-Sheil- 
Handle. 

Fig 7. Reprefents an other Inftrument for the Ears, 
made of fmall Silver Wire twitted, fet into a Tortole- 
Shell-Handle, the Wire being made into a round Loop 
at the End. 

Fig. 8. Showsan Ear Inftrument made of a piece of 
large. Silver Wire, flatted at end, and fet in a piece of 
Tortoife-Shell. 

Fig. 9. Is an Ear Inftrument made likewife of Silver- 
Wire, fet in a Tortoile-SheIl-Handle,the End of the Wire 
being made fharp, and fhap’d like an Hook.- 

Fig 10. Reprefents an Ear Inftrument, very much 
refembling our common European Ear- pickers, being of 
Silver fet in Tortoife-Shell. 
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Fig. ii. Shews the Figure of an Ear Inftrument made 
of feveral HogsBriftles, let as in a common Pencil. 

fig. ii. Repfefents Inftruments made of very fine 
Downy Feathers tyed together like a Pencil, or Brufh on 
the end of a Tor toife-Shell-Handle. 

Fig. 13. Shows an Inftrument exa&ly like that figured 
Fig. 8. only the flat end has a flit through it. 

fig. 14. Is a Cbinefe Figure, wherein is reprefented 
one oTthat Nation, ufing one of thefe Inftruments, and 
exprefling great Satisfaction therein. This I had of 
William Cbarleton, E% who favoured the Royal 
Society with a Sight of it at one of their Meetings. 

Whatever Pleafure the Cbinefe may take in thus pick- 
ing their Ears, I am certain moft People in thefe parts 
who have their hearing impaired and have advifed with 
me for their Help, I have found have had fuch Misfor¬ 
tunes firft come to them by picking their Ears too much, 
and thereby bringing Humours, or ulcerous Difpofitions 
in them.
